One interesting result of these observa- 
tions is the discovery that earthquakes 
seldom pass the. barrier of mountain 
ranges.

It was 
decided to hold the delegate election on 
August 20, and the convention at Lands- 
dale on the following Monday, August 29, 
to nominate a successor to the present 
Representative, Congressman Godshalk. 
A resolution was adopted that the call 
for the convention be made by the chair- 
man of the respective counties four weeks 
prior to the date of the convention. 


At the conclusion of the business per- 


taining to the district the subjoined res- 
olution was unanimously adopted : 


That the members of this committee 


doplore thedilFerences now existing with- 
in tho lines of tho Republican party of 
Pennsylvania, and arc of the opinion that 
some steps sliould be speedily taken in 
the interest of party harmony. To that 
end we do hereby suggest the expediency 
of holding n general convention of dele- 
gates, to be elected by the Republicans 
of the several Senatorial and Representa- 
tive districts throughout the State, to 
which convention all questions upon which 
there now exist differences of opinion 
shall be referred for final settlement.

Allweremuch 
incensed at the reflections on Melville, 
who appears to have been selected for 
persecution, because he openly stated his 
belief that the Jeannette was not fit for 
the voyage she was designed to make. 
The intimation is given out by Danen- 
hower that a rigid investigation of all the 
causes of failure will be had and the re- 
sponsibility placed 
where it 
belongs. 


There can be no doubt that the crew and 
officers bravely did their duty, and ac- 
complished all that was possible with the 
facilities at their command. They were 
given a vessel too small and weak for the 
work to be done. 
She could not carry 


her full cargo of provisions and was not 
stanch enough for a struggle with the ice 
floes. It could not be expected that the 
impossible should be accomplished and it 
is evident that all was done that was hu- 
manly possible by the officers and crew. 
The meeting between Danenhower and 
his relatives was effecting. lie visits 
Philadelphia on his way to Washington, 
and at the latter point will submit his 
detailed report. .His eyes are impaired, 
and he may lose his sight. He declines 
to enter into details of his experience 
until he shall have reported to the de- 
partment.

—The 
"Tamarack 
Swamps," 
near 


Sharpsville, Pa., were supposed to be an 
innocent sort of bog until the New York, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany undertook to lay a solid roadbed 
across them. At first a few thousand 
cubic yards of earth were dumped upon 
the surface by the contractor with care- 
less generosity, as much as if to say, 
"That will satisfy your appetite, my soft 
friend." 
But when the earth immediate- 


ly disappeared and left no trace behind 
a coarser diet was substituted. 
The 


company purchased from a furnace the 
accumulated cinders of ten years, and 
since January about 5,000 carloads of 
this substantial provender have been 
dropped into the swamp's voracious maw 
without visibly decreasing its capacity. 
Occasionally at night there are evidences 
of repletion, but in the morning the 
murky water presents an unruffled face 
and asks for more. A solid roadbed 
could be laid close by, entirely avoiding 
the swamp, but the company has elevated 
its corporate back and does not intend to 
be beaten by a miserable tamarack swamp 
as long as there is a dollar in the treas- 
ury. 


—At the opening of the session of the 


House of Representatives on Tuesday, 
Mr. Springer, of Illinois, made an issue 
with the Speaker, demanding that the 
journal be corrected by including sundry 
motions and appeals made by him on the 
previous day. lie became unruly and al- 
most defiant, and caused a scene. 
The 


House refused to permit the journal to be 
corrected. Tha consideration of the con- 
tested election case from the lid District 
of South Carolina was then 
begun. 


Speeches in behalf of Mackey, the Re- 
publican contestant, were made by Mr. 
Miller, of Pennsylvania, and Mr. Paul, of 
Virginia. Mr. Davis, of Missouri, sup- 
ported Mr. Dibble. Mr. Miller exhibited 
to the House samples of Democratic tis- 
sue ballots. 
An evening session was held. 


—Appearances point to a prolonged 


contest in the XVIIth Congressional Dis- 
trict of Ohio. Congressman Updegraff 
has secured so far about thirty delegates 
instructed to vote for his reuouiination, 
and he will probably be able to get at 
least as many more. Eighty-two vote are 
necessary to a choice. 
While no one of 


Mr. Updegraffs competitors will have as 
many delegates as he they are likely to 
secure enough to prevent a nomination 
for a while. In 1878, when Mr. Upde- 
graffwas first nominated it took 138 bal- 
lots to end the struggle for the honor. 


—The list of candidates for the Demo- 


cratic nomination for Governor of Penn- 
lylvania is growing. It now includes 
Judge Trunkey, of Venango; Rebert E. 
Pattison, of Philadelphia; Eckley B. 
Coxe, of Luzerne ; James H. Hopkins, of 
Pittsburg ; Senator John P. Woolverton, 
of Northumberland: Senator John G. 
Hall, of Elk: ex-United States Senator 
Charles B/ Buckalew, of Columbia ;. Rob- 
ert E. Monaghan, of Chester, and Senator 
William M. Nelson, of Wayne county. 


—Excepting Mr. Junkin—who will 


probably decline—every candidate nomi- 
nated by Senator Mitchell's convention 
was either an applicant for some office or 
held office before nominated. MacVeagh, 
Agnew, Shiras and others, were set aside 
in order to pacify a set of dyspeptic of- 
fice seekers, who had at one time or 
another suffered disappointment.—Nor- 
ristmm Herald, Rep. 


—The Straight Greenbackers of Maine 


who met in State convention at Bangor 
Tuesday claim that they will be able to 
poll 5,000 votes in September. 
They 


propose to revive their old plan of con- 
ducting a campaign, called the Greenback 
Methodist plan. In other words they 
will hold a series of school-house meetings 
which they found so successful a few years 
ago. 


—The Massachusetts Legislature, dur- 


ing the session just ended, passed a bill 
to prevent the adulteration of food and 
drugs. 
The bill authorizes the expendi- 


ture of $3,000 annually to enforce its 
provisions, and provides that the term 
"food," as used in the act, shall include 
every article used for food or drink by 
man. 


UNREASONABLE INDEPENDENTS.—The 


morning after the Harrisburg convention 
the Philadelphia Press said that the ticket 
"met the just demands of the indepen- 
dents and left no reasonable ground for 
opposition." According to that the pres- 
ent opposition of the independents must

"It is seldom," says the Mbany Argu», 


"that a bill introduced into the Legisla- 
ture hat within it the key to a romance, 
but such a one is that presented by As- 
semblyman Farrar, of Onondago, provi- 
ding that the marriage of Daniel Walrath 
to Emma A. Sawyer be declared null and 
void. The story of the marriage -which 
is thus sought to be set aside is a strange 
one. Mrs. Walrath lived at Chittenango, 
and she and the man to whom she is 
wedded were schoolmates and playfellows. 
As they grew older, they kept company 
with each other to some extent, although 
Mrs. Sawyer objected to her 
daughter 


seeing much of Walrath. One evening 
he called upon the girl when she was 
alone, and without any preamble invited 
her to walk to Minister Irwin's house to 
be married. 
Miss Sawyer demurred at 


first, but, pleased with the romantic as- 
pect of tha affair, at length consented, 
and the marriage was solemnized a few 
minutes afterward. On the return from 
the minister's house Walrath related his 
plans for the future to his wife, and when 
the couple had reached the gate of the 
bride's home he bade her good-bye, after 
telling her that she had better say noth- 
ing about the affair for a while, and that 
he would not be able to see her for a few 
days, as he was going to Syracuse. 
From 


that day to this she has never seen her 
husband, nor heard from him directly. 
Walrath was a man of quiet, studious 
habits, whilo his wife is an attractive but 
retiring woman of twenty-one or two 
years of age, who now lives at West Troy. 
Tho truthfulness of her story cannot be 
doubted. She cannot obtain a full and 
complete divorce in the courts, because 
of a lack of grounds on which to base an 
action, and so she appeals to the Legisla- 
ture." 


—Treasury Department statistics con- 


tinue to show that the balance of trade 
has turned strongly against this country. 
The difference between the commercial 
situation now and that of a year ago is 
most marked. The excess of imports 
over exports for the month of April was 
$8,686,522, whereas for that month of 
1881 there was an excess of exports of 
$11,700,001. In the months previous to 
April our exports and imports about bal- 
anced, so that the total excess of imports 
for the four months is $8,934,874. The 
excess of exports for the same period of 
last year was $84,834,039. 
As was to 


have been expected, this great change in 
the commercial situation has established 
a drain upon our stock of the precious 
metals. In April the shipment of coin in 
excess of receipts from abroad was $ 
754,025, whereas in the same month last 
year the excess of receipts was $14,084,- 
540. 
During four months of the present 


year the excess of shipments was $18,- 
349,628, as against excess of receipts for 
the same period of last year of $24,350,- 
314. 
Our silver coinage remains with us 


and the drain falls upon our gold stock. 


—The will of the late Cornelius J. 


Vanderbilt, who committed suicide a 
short time ago, is being contested by his 
sister, Mrs. Mary A. LeBau Berger. He 
left an estate valued at $750,000, not one 
ponny of xirlii/ihj wpnr tf» anjf pflrcnn r»y t 
name of Vanderbilt. 
He 
bequeathed 


$120,000 to his friend, George N. Terry, 
and sums of money to other friends, giv- 
ing $1,000 to each of his sisters to pur- 
chase some article in remembrance of 


him. 
Mrs. Berger, in contesting the will, 


alleges that it was not his voluntary act, 
and that it was procured by Terry by 
fraud and undue influence. She also al- 
leges that Cornelius was not of sound 
mind. She says she was under consider- 
able expense in assisting Cornelius to 
contest his father's will, and that he 
promised she would be no loser in assist- 
ing him. The case has been put on the 
calendar of the Surrogate's Court for the 
27th of November next. 


—A "chemical lung" is the latest thing 


proposed for the ventilation of tunnels. 
It was lately tested in London by four- 
teen scientists. A room 15 by 18 feet 
was kept for an hour at a temperature of 
829, and the air was loaded with impuri- 
eties. The men of science were now 
called upon to- enter, and the air was 
made still more impure by burning sul- 
phur and carbonic acid gas. Then the 
"chemical lung," or punkah, so called, 
measuring 4 by 2J feet, was set in motion. 
Tho temperature was soon reduced to 65? 
and the air freed from all impurities. 
Then fat was burned, to test the machine 
for organic substances, and the "lung" 
was started up just in time to prevent the 
examining gentlemen from running out 
for fresh air. It is proposed to use the 
invention during the construction of the 
Channel tunnel. 


—The Massachusetts Legislature be- 


fore adjourning made an attempt at salary 
grabbing. 
The law gives each member 


a salary of $500 a year, but the'House 
believing this insufficient voted to add 
$150 to it. The Senate refused to con- 
cur and so the measure failed. This ac- 
tion of the House is condemned strongly 
by all the papers. The Boston Journal says 
it cannot distinguish the "difference be- 
tween an employe or agents who, under 
an implied contract to work for $500 per 
annum, raises his own salary to $650 by 
helping himself to an additional $150 of 
his employer's money, and members of a 
Legislature who, under an implied con- 
tract to serve for $500 a year, vote them- 
selves $650." 


—The Supreme Court room of Ohio was 


crowded Monday morning, by attorneys 
from various parts of the State, and rep- 
sentatives of liquor dealers, who had come 
to hear the result of the decision in the 
Pond liquor tax law. The Court refused 
the writ of mandamus, and declared the 
law unconstitutional on the ground that 
it is of the nature of a license. Judge 
Johnson dissented. 


—Mrs. Jesse James has closed a con- 


tract with George Riches of South Pueblo, 
Col., to deliver a series of twenty lectures 
upon the life and adventures of her hus- 
band, Jesse James. 
Her two children 


are to appear upon the platform with 
her. 
She will deliver the first lecture in 


Kansas City on June 5.

—The bass fishing season begins to-day. 
—A lawyer in Ohio has been debarred 


for stealing sheep. 
^—Sailing vessels are receiving four 
dollars per ton for carrying American 
coal to Japan via Cape of Good Hope. 


—The bodies of the late Messrs. Conly 


and Reitzel, who were drowned in Spof- 
ford Lake, N. H., have not yet been re- 
covered. 


1—A strike of the local ironworkers was 


inaugurated at St. Louis, Mo. It is esti- 
mated that the movement will deprive 
about five thousand men of employment. 


—Since the recent strike of oil in 


Warren county, the price of lots in Gar- 
field, the nearest town to the well, lias 
advanced from $2 per front foot to $20. 


—A class of twenty will graduate from 


Swarthmore College June 20. The exer- 
cises will be held in the new building, 
which will be ready for regular occupancy 
in September. 


—A lunatic jumped out of a third story 


window in Manchester, N. H., last Satur- 
day evening and escaped without the 
slightest injury to himself or his shirt, 
which was the only garment he had on at 
the time. 


—Among the attractions promised for 


the rising generation at the Zoological 
Garden is the huge elephant Jennie, sad- 
dled and ready to carry any number of 
youngsters who desire to ride as they do 
in India. 


—If Mr. John J. Davenport, has ac 


cording to reports, found the man who 
wrote the famous Morey letter, his duty 
is to hand him over to the officers of jus- 
tice. So great a scoundrel ought not to 
go unpunished. 


—Advices from Eureka Springs, Kan- 


sas, state that Senator Hill's' condition is 
improving rapidly, and strong hopes are 
entertained of his complete recovery. He 
eats and sleeps well and is constantly 
gaining in strength. 


—A terrific wind storm, accompanied

DOSTOEI KY'B PioEOK.-^A writer in 


the journal Kavkaz relates a touching in- 
cident in J 'ostoefsky's cxilo life in Sibe- 
ria. In the household of a certain officer, 
to wliose i liargo the novelist and other 
prisoners were at one time committed, 
was a governess, to whom belonged a 
number of tame pigeons. The governess 
was considered to have great influence 
over the oflicer, and the exiles stood duly 
in awe of her, though among themselves 
she was spoken of as "Nyetlca'' (n disres- 
pectful diminutive of Anna.) "Nyetka's 
pigeons usi-d often to fly into our yard," 
says the nai rator,"and many of us looked 
at them with covetous eyes. The ward- 
ers, however, kept a sharp lookout that 
we did not catch any of them." 


One young pigeon grew particularly at- 


tached to ] lostoefsky, who fed it regularly 
with bread, so that it came to him every 
day for hu dole. At first the warders 
were for preventing this, but seeing fiat 
1 lostoefsky meant the bird no harm they 
winked at the slight indulgence. One 
day the prisoners, on account of some un- 
usually laborious work upon which they 
liad been employed during the day, were 
brought ba( k to the prison a little earlier 
than the wonted hour. It happened that 
they passed by the officer's house just 
as the govei ness was feeding her pigeons. 
A madcap thought came into Dostoefky's 
head. lie \ielded to it, and whistled his 
favorite to him. The birds all rose in the 
air, nnd the prisoner's pet flow up to him 
and began i ircling round his head. The 
governess, enraged at this, rushed straight 
UD to J)ostoi-fsky • " Is it you, you scoun- 
drel, who entice away my pigeons ! You 
shall pay fur this,'" The narrator could 
no* catch the words of ] (ostoefsky's reply; 
they seemed, however, to convey some im- 
pressive rebuke. Contrary to expectation, 
Doftocfsky, was not punished in any way 
for his boldness. A fortnight later the 
prisoners If irncrl Hint \Typtk;) tiirl gnnn 
hack to Russia, taking her pigeons with 
her. But tlie bird that the novelist had 
attached to I limself continued to come to 
his hand. 
Whether it had escaped and 


returned of its own accord, or whether it 
was intentionally left for the poor prisoner 
h> the impulsive but perhaps good-hearted 
Nyctka, remained a mystery. 
One thing 


was certain -the treatment of the pri s- 
oncrs grew more harvh after her depar- 
ture.—The , ltli<:n(i'um.

they are only cipable of assuming for one 
who has applied them to all those circum- 
stances of his life and his reading to 
which they are really applicable. Thought 
never becomes a passion until you have 
brooded over ii, till it flashes new light 
for you on a hundred half-familiar things 
which, familiar as they were, you neyer 
really understood till you regarded them 
by the light of this thought. 
And til 


thought becomes a passion, it hardly ever 
becomes a po« er. The true reason why 
the thoughts of men influence them 
little, is that tliey just pass over the mind 
like wind over the grass and never really 
saturate it. It takes solitude to get 
yourself saturated by any thought, and to 
the great majo-ity of men even solitude 
will not effea it, but only lower their 
thinking power to the congealing point. 
Nevertheless, as Mr. Darwin saw in re- 
lation to the growth' and decay of species, 
the very condition which kills out a weak 
thinking power, feeds and elevates to the 


lowing point a strong thinking power. 


Lord licaconsficld always said, and said 
truly enough, that men were ruled not by 
their interests, but by passion and imag- 
ination. Till he life of a thought be- 
comes identical with the life of an emo- 
tion, it will never really dominate the 
minds of men. And so far as we can 
judge by history, this result js never at- 
tained for thought, without long, solitary 
brooding over it, till it becomes the mas- 
ter-key of the mind which conceived it. 
"The passions i.f a man." soys a striking 
preacher of the day (Mr. Scott Holland), 
"are themselvt s intelligent; they move 
under tlie moti\ es of reason." That, no 
doubt, 13 more or less true of all men, 
but of men of genius, it is also true that 
ideas are themselves passions, that they 
move with the tidal strength of passion, 
and, therefore, carry all before them. 
And we could hardly define better what 
we conceive to '>o the difference between 
a man of genius, and a man of no genius, 
than by saying that with men of "genius 
tlic thoughts behave more like passions 
than thoughts, and yet are, to all intents 
and purposes, thoughts still; while with 
ordinary men, thoughts mould and mod- 
ify passions, but never live the life of 
passion. 


Doubtless the reason why solitude is so 


necessary to give great thoughts the sway 
of great passions, is precisely the same 
a.s the reason why a tree which is lopped 
of its redundant foliage semis out roots 
only the deeper and stronger for the pru- 
ning. Hardy minds which cannot find 
outward distrac'ions, grow inward, and 
this very often even thought, if they had 
outward distracl ions, they would expend 
themselves in those distractions. IttakeF, 
however, some exceptional affinity for the 
life of thought, to render it possible at 
all that thought should grow into a pas- 
sson. 
Isolate some 
men with their 


thoughts, nnd tleir thoughts simply dry 
up altogether. 
Isolate others with their 


thoughts, and the thoughts take livii o 
forms, with whith their n hole being grad- 
ually becomes identical. This is only 
another way of s, tying that solitude tends 
"n every considerable thinker to turn the 
ife of thought into the life of real action; 
:o him, thought becomes action, and 
therefore also passion, for effective ac- 
tion breeds passion quite as truly as pas- 
sion breeds action—indeed, no passions 
arc higher than those which spring out of 
a man's knowledge that his thoughts are 
giving him anew hold over the life within 
and outside him, and are substituting for 


county covers most of the arable land in 
that county, numbering 75,000 acres, or 
nearly twelve square miles, expends about 
§10,000 in herding his geese. 
He re- 


cently purchased in San Francisco for the 
present season between $'2,000 nnd §3,000 
worth of cartridges, about 250,000 in 
number, of forty-four calibre. He has 
constantly in his employ, while his wheat 
is growing, about forty men, all of them 
mounted aud nearly all armed with Henry 
rifles and field glasses, who patrol his 
property during the day and on all moon- 
light nights. 


These men are regularly organized into 


n patrol guard. 
They discover with their 


glasses the flocks of geese, which at a dis- 
tance of from i!00 to 400 yards look like 
a white blanket spread over the green 
wheat, and they thereupon plant a bullet 
right in the middle of the flock. This 
unexpected visitation sets the flock on the 
wing, and the geese herder follow s them 
up, keeps planting bullets among them 
until they rise to a great height, and, dis- 
gusted, leave the vicinity. Few geese 
arc killed, the object being to keep them 
on the wing, and consequently olT the 
wheat field. 
Those that are killed are 


carried off and shorn of their feathers, 
but the revenue from them amounts to 
little.

persecuted fowls. 
To pay his men, buy 


ammunition, and maintain horses, costs 
Dr. Glenn some $10,000 per annum, but 
it saves his wheat, which yields $100,000, 
as without the geese herders half would 
be destroyed. The herders become very
